Women wanting breast enlargements 
rqiresent 80 percent of the one million who 
now cony implants in their bodies. The rest 
have implants because their breasts had 
been deformed or were removed because 
of cancer. 

Asked if the company was getting ready 
to sell its implant business. Robert T.- 
Rylcc, chairman of Dow Coming’s health 
care businesses, said:“That may be an 
appropriate thing for us to do." 

The decision, he said, will be made

Pentagon war scenario spotlights Russia

Critics charge excessive commerdalism destroys Olympic spirit 


LA LECMERE, France (AP) — Corporate 
sponsors pay millions of dollars f^or an 
Olympic tic-in. Television rights for the 
pames cause a bidding war. Even the- 
athletes’ outfits prominently feature 
company logos. 

The Ia.st bastion of- Olympic non- 
commercialism remains the venues, the 
places where the games arc played. Can 
advertising there. — on the world’s most 
. visible billboards — be far behind? 

'Td certainly have to say it’s a possibility, 
although not necessarily a probability, in the 
near future," said Richard Pound, the 
International Olympic Compiittee’s 
marketing chief. 

Selling ud space at an-Olympic stndium- 
could bring in untold millions. But for now, 

. ihcJntecnational-OIympic-Committcc is 
sticking to its strict policy against signs at 
competition sites. 

“I think it makes a statement for us to be 
able to say we’re leaving money on the tabic 
and letting (he focus of the Games be on the

Twelve international corporations paid 
more than S170 million for the right to be 
official sponsors of the 1992 Winter and 
Summer Games. Tojal marketing revenues, 
including television fees,' approach $2 
billion. 


The figures are expected to increase 
substantially for the 1996 Summer Games In 
Atlanta. 

'“I don’t think commercialization is getting 
out of hand or taking over the Games,” said 
Pound, an IOC member from Conado. “The 
injection from the private sector is 
absolutely essential.” 

Critics, however, contend the cosh boom 
is eroding the Olympic ideals. . 

Marielle GoiiscbeI,.a.former.two.-time . 
Olympic skiing gold medalist, wrote a 
scathing column in the French newspaper Le 
Figaro this week accusing the IOC of 
hoarding its money in Swiss banks.
